‘It is 
tunposed that Mr, Bryce-Douglas had caught 
cold on board the new ship, an 
sét in. From Monday morning Dr Macdonald, 
astisted hy trained nurses, remained in constan’ 
attendance on his pattent day and night, with 
Dr Monre in consultation sometimes twice a 
dey, but the inflammation had got so firm a hold 
on the system before active treatment was com- 
nienced that human skill proved unavalling, and 
death took place at ten minutes past five yester- 
day mining © 4 
Mr. Bryce-Dougias was 
and has thus been cut ¢ff inthe ‘prime of his life, 
fo the midaime of hix usefulness, and before he 
had reached the full measure ofthe eminence 
anticipated for him by his friends, He was the 
son of the Rev, John Bryce, who wasfor a perlod 
of 28 years paristi minister of Ardrossan, where 
he died in the year 1859 Like ‘many another 
son of the manse, yaung Bryce was destined by 
his parents for the miniatry of the Church; but 
Ms bent lay in another direction, and as from his 
enrllest days he had a, mind and a will of his 
own, kis father wisely’ gave way, and allowed 
him to carve out his own path through Ilfe.' At 
the age of 17 he was apprenticed to Mr, Robert 
Drape, joiner, Ardrossan, and at that occupation 


“| he remained for three years. But not yet bad he 


found his vocation, and at the end of that time he 
removed to Glasgow, and entered the engineering 
establishment of Randolph, Elder & Co., at that 
time situated In Centre Street. Here he found 
congenial work, and throwing himself [nto It with 
all the ardour of his nature, he soon attracted the 
attention of Mr. Randolph, the head of the firm, 
who predicted for him, even at that early age, a 
distinguished carcer, But he was not content 
to rematn for more than a few years In the Centre 
Street establishment. He had always been 
possessed by a spirit of, adventure, and early in: 
the sixties. he shippedas a steerage passenger in 
4 sailing vessel for Australia, On the way out 


the carpenter died, and young Bryce was offered, |. 


and accepted, the situation rendered thus vacant, 
He spent some time ronming about Australia, 
enjoying the stirring life of the colony, and laying 
up a wonderful store of experiences, with wh'ch 
afterwards he was wont to entertain his friends. 
But nelther was this life to, his liking; and next 
he shipped asa sailor before the mast with a 
well-known captain of one of our ocean 
licers, for ‘Callao, 
Here he found employment os an’ engineer 
with the Pacific Steam Navigation Company, 
Tand thus formed a connection which may 
he anid to bave terminated. only with his 
‘desth, Inthe year 1865 he revisited ‘Scotland, 
and after spending a few months-with his friends 
he returned to Callao to, become assistant 
engineer ofthe Pacific company. ‘This position 
he occupied til s£69. In that year the’ head- 
quatters of the company were removed irdm the 
island .of ‘Tabego, in the Bay of Panama, to 
Callao, on the establishment of a Iine of steamers 
to sil. direct between Liverpool and Vatparalso ; 
and a vacancy.taking place.at.the.same.time in. 
the office of superintending engineer, Mr. Bryce 
received the appointment, which: he held fora 
period: of six or seven years, On his way home 
an incident occurred which was an Index of the 
‘ebaracter ofthe man. A sriall coal-laden vessel 
had stranded in the Bay of Panama, He took 
with him from Callao a staff of men and the 
necessary appliances with the view of raising 
her. On arriving inthe Bay he learned that 
the Jaeus, one of the Royal Mail Com- 


nany's steamers, had gone ashore near Color, | 


Unable on account of the heavy sea to accom- 
plish the werk which he har come to do, he 
croseed the isthmus with his staff and appliances, 
and successfully carried out the more ‘difficult 
tnsk of raising the Zagus, ‘The other vessel w's 
also raised in: due course, Mr. Bryce not anly 
directing but taking an active part in working 
in the diving bells and reparring the bulls, his 
fertility of resource being dicplayed on. the 
occision by the employment of a lotomctive to 
work the numps, For the raising of the steamer 
the Pacific Company claimed £30 000 as'salvage, 
on the ground that Mr. Bryce, who, in terma of 
his engagement, had obtained a free passage 
home in one of their vessels, was still in their 
seryice, This, claim Mr. Bryce resisted, nnd 
raised an action in the Court of Session, which 
proved ‘ unsuccessful, On carrying the: case, 
however, to. the House of Lords, his contention 
was par'ially sustained, and he received a sum 
of £6,000. : 

On his return to Scotland Mr. Bryce 
svesuined his connection with the. firm in which 
he had received his early training becoming head 
ofthe engineering department at the -Fairfi-Id 
Works, which were then carsied on under the 
Senomination of Messrs, John Elder & Co, Here 
he. remained until he removed to Barrow, t7n 
years afterwards, The history of the Fairfield 
Works daring that perlod it is unnecessary to 
recapitulate, Briefly, it may be stated that it 
wad during this time thatthe Arfsona, Alaska, 
the Oregon, and other vessels for the Cunard 
fleet were launched, and that. the revolution in: 


the construction of ocean-gaing steamers, which |

The whole of these vessels were engined: under
